New Powers Taken By Board of Justice 


Student Discipline Cases 
Rest In Hands Of Peers 


Student discipline cases rest in the 
hands of the campus Board of Justice 
beginning this semester. 

This is an entirely new change in 
the discipline procedure on campus. 

Previously, all cases were resolved 
through the administration, with 
Dean Donald Bailey giving the final 
decisions. 

Students Decide 

Under the new procedure, indi- 
vidual cases are ruled upon by stu- 
dents, and their verdicts are presented 
to Dean Bailey for approval or re- 
jection. 

This action is the major highlight of 
revision of the entire judicial ¢ystem. 
There is also in the works a student 
Code of Conduct. 

The purpose of these events, it is 
stressed, is not to set up new rules 
and regulations for the student, but to 
clarify the existing rules and regula- 
tions so that students can know and 
clearly understand the policies of the 
college and the consequences of 
violating those policies. 

Year-long Study 

Chief Justice Larry McVicar is 
one of the forces behind this new 
approach to student discipline. 

According to him, this operation 
has been in the making for over a 
year, since a special committee be- 
gan research into whether a student 
board or court could handle all disci- 
pline cases involving students. 

As more work was done, through 


various committees, the answer 
became clear. 
Administrative Review 


A student board, namely the Board 
of Justice, could hear the case and 
give an opinion of the case, which 
would then be accepted or rejected 
by the administration. The under- 
standing is that the administration 
usually wil! follow through with the

Pacifists Want To Abolish Draft 


“We are radical pacifists advocat- 
ing nonviolent and direct action 


against war preparations. We 
advocate that people refuse to serve 
in the armed forces.” 


These are the views of a 23-year- 
old member of the Committee for 
Nonviolent Action—West, a 
pacifist movement advocating the 
repeal of the draft laws. 

Four members from the Bay Area 
were on campus last Thursday and 
Friday explaining their reasons for 
opposing the selective service system. 

Their reasons for abolishing the 
draft are based on the claims that the 
draft is immoral, constitutes slavery, 
and is totalitarian and undemocratic. 
They also object to what they term 
“blind obedience” required of 
draftees. 

The group picketed the Selective 
Service headquarters downtown 
Friday noon.

The Hornet has a new look and a 
new publishing procedure due to a 
process using linofilsa, which only 
the San Diego State ‘College Daily 
Aztec had taken advantage. 

Starting with this issue, the Hornet 
has a contract with the Folsom Tele- 
graph to do its printing since the 
paper’s previous printer, George 
Lithograph, went out of business. 

Under the new printer’s tinofilm 
process, 36,000 copies of a 22-page, 
full-sized newspaper can be printed 
an hour. Since the Hornet requires 
only 4,200 copies an issue, the ef- 
ficiency of the productica of the pa- 
per should be increaszd considerably.

As things stand now, until statutes 
and changes in the ASSSC constitu- 
tion can be made and approved, the 
BO) will act on an experimental 
basis, as it did last Thursday. 


Regular Feature 

When the changes are complete, 
the Chief Justice believes that the 
handling of individual student cases 
will become a regular feature of stu- 
dent government. 

To clarify the role of the student in 
relationship to the policies governing 
the campus, the BOJ and the Com- 
mittee on Judicial procedures will 
release a Code of Conduct for the 
student to be familiar with. 

All ASSSC agencies involved 
stress that the purpose of student 
government is for students to run 
their own affairs, and be responsible 
for themselves and their college. 

Responsibility Goal 

The Board of Justice definitely 
ferls that it is for the student to be a 
responsible citizen of the college 
community. 

Following are recommendations 
that very likely will be incorporated 
into the ASSSC constitution. They 
are 

Section 2b: The BOJ shall have 
the authority to handle any disci- 
plinary case submitted to it by the 
Dean of Students, or his representa- 
tive. In such action, the BOJ shall 
serve as agent of the college and not 
as agent of the ASSSC. 

Section 4b: The BOJ shall have 
the authority to recommend to the 
Dean of Students, disciplinary meas- 
ures to be taken against individuals 
and organizations who violate the 
code of conduct of the college policy. 

Section 9: Under Section 2b, any 
decision of the BOJ may be appealed 
to the Dean of Students or to a board 
appointed by the Dean of Students.

Palmer, Livie Show 
Offensive Strength

Following a 75-72 loss at the hands 
of the Chico State Wildcats Friday 
night, the Hornets snapped a four- 
game losing skein at the expense of 
cellar-dwelling Humboldt State 66-63 
Saturday night. 

Chico guard Billy Treglown was a 
one-man show in the first half Friday 
night with 22 poirts, though SSC held 
a 52-41 lead. He finished with a game 
high of 29 while forward Marc 
Conrad chipped in 29, including 14 
in the second half when the Wildcats 

Junior center Dick Palmer played 
his best game of the year with 18 
points, all but two in the initial period. 
Lynn Livie led the Hornets with 19 
tallies. 

Hornet Comeback 
For the first time in several games, 


hauled down 23 to pace the barrage. 
Palmer's defensive clamp held 
Chico's scoring ace Billy Jones to 
six points against a 19-point season 
average. 

In Saturday night’s contest, the 
Hornets rallied from an early 17-10 
deficit to a 38-25 halftime lead be- 
hind a hot shooting exhibition led 
by Livie’s dozen points. 

Early in the second half, Livie 
led his team to its largest lead at 
$2-29. Coach Ev Shelton called on 
his reserves, but did so almost too 


shooting guard Pat Patton, the 
Lumberjacks made a belated rush 
and closed the gap to three at the 
buzzer, 66-63. 
Back on Beam 

After a poor showing against 
Chico, Livie got back on the beam 
with 27 points. Al Smith arded 13 
and Paul Rotz hit double figures for 
the second night in a row, Paul Bush 
paced HSC with 17 points and 
Patton added 12, all in the late rush. 


6-7 center John Powell led all players 
with his season high of 18. Dick 
Palme: grabbed off 14 and Bush 
pulled down 17. 

1-7 in the league, the 
Lumberjacks remain in the cellar. 
The Hornets are 2-5 in conference 
action and 8-13 overall, and will host 
league-leading Nevada tonight.
